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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed August 17, 2010, with respect to the 
rejections of independent claims 22, 35, 88, 102 under 35 U.S.C. 103 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejections of independent claims 22, 35, 88, 102 under 35 
U.S.C. 103 have been withdrawn. 

Allowed Claims 

2. Claims 22-27, 29, 30-35 and 66-1 05 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The applicant 
amended independent claims 22, 35 and 88 to recite a single longitudinal bisecting wall 
generally bisecting the unitary catheter tube which, along with the limitation of an outer wall 
having a smooth curved and generally convex surface, is not taught or suggested by Ash. Claim 
102 also recites the limitation of a single longitudinal planar wall bisecting the unitary catheter 
and an outer wall comprising an outer surface having a cross-section defining a shape that is 
continuously convex at every point of the shape and is thus also allowed. Claims 23-27, 29, 30- 
34, 66-87, 89-1 01 and 1 03-1 05 depend directly or ultimately from any one of claims 22, 35, 88 
and 102 and are thus also allowed.
